Because it lias at its Head a man whose personal in¬ 
tegrity, conscientiousness of purpose and fairness of 
judgement are acknowledged alike by personal friends 
and political foes, thus constituting him the type of Pre¬ 
mier best calculated to meet the various needs of the peo¬ 
ple of the province. 

(2nd) The members of his government (many ofj 
them farmers themselves) have shown a keen interest in 
all questions affecting the cause of agriculture (within 
the limits of provincial legislation) and have in no in¬ 
stance shown any partisan feeling against any fair or 
reasonable resolution put before them for their consider 
ation by the U. F. A. executive. 

In our Provincial minister of Agriculture the farmers 
of this province have a friend who is acknowleged to he 
the champion fighter in the cause of agriculture of any 
man or minister in the Dominions or beyond them. His 
zeal for the farming interest is proved by the fact that 
even now, instead of hurrying home to make his calling 
and election sure, by a campaign of speechmaking, he is 
devoting his time to trying to convince the obdurate Brit¬ 
ishers, in his own inimitable way, that it would be good 
business for both-Canada and the^Mother country to- ha,y n 
the embargo lifted. This is the sort of action on the part 
of our parliamentary representatives that ought to con¬ 
vince all farmers who prefer more action and less talk in 
our M.P’s that in the Hon. Ducan Marshall we have the 
kind of man we’ve been looking for, and to replace him 
at this time with any other man, no matter how conscien¬ 
tious, or brilliant and well meaning he may be in all mat¬ 
ters concerning the cause of the farmer,—would be a dis¬ 
aster for the Hon. Duncan is acknowledgedlv possessed 
of all those attributes while to them he adds the steady¬ 
ing influence of that experience which teaches us to look 
before we leap. 

Which brings us to another reason why we should 
support the Stewart government, i. e. the need for caution 
in these days of uncertainty what the future holds for us 
as individuals and as a province. The Stewart govern¬ 
ment in its four year course has steered its way midst 
the vexed and doubtful provincial problems with a san¬ 
ity of vision which has won the ready admiration of its 
followers and the reluctant approbation of the opposing 
forces including the Independents, and hacked by the 
knowledge gained in its four year term we can safely as¬ 
sume it will do ev-en better work if allowed to carry oil 
for another period, well hacked by the farmers. 

But there is another reason, closer home, why the or¬ 
ganized farmer should he chary of entering the provin¬ 
cial. as well as the federal lists. We submit that even 
if the U.E.A’s were all unanimous on the subject, there 
still remains the question of financial fitness for the task. 
There’s no getting away from the fact that in these days 
to keep up a steady demand for money for campaign 
funds from the average farmer member, whose dollars are 
also “average” scarce is goi 
her towards the movement. For hectic U.F. enthusiasts 
to the contrary, the average member has to he shown if 
the cause he is asked to. subscribe for is really needful 
before he will ‘loosen up’. Then if he can’t he shown who 
is going to provide campaign funds ? And in our opinion 
the real necessity of replacing the Stewart government 
with a Farmers’ government is going to take.some show¬ 
ing when all unprejudiced evidence is to the effect that 
in the Stewart government We have already a Farmers’ 
government in all hut name, and what matters its name 
when it its deeds that count'? 

We are merely squandering provincial^ the financial 
power we require for federal campaigning,—seeing that 
the economic problem* that are injuring ns as farmers 
-the protectionist tari % the high freight rates, the lack of 
national marketing facilities can only he righted for us 
by the Federal government.

REGULATIONS APPROVED BY ORDER 
IN COUNCIL UNDER THE AUTHORITY 
OP “THE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES’ 
ORDINANCE. 

1. No money shall be paid out as a prize 
at any exhibition unless the same has been 
offered in the printed prize list. 

2. No prize shall be awarded to any pure 
bred cattle or horses at any such exhibition 
unless the cattle and horses at any such 
exhibition are shown at halter and led out 
for inspection by the judge. 

3. No prize shall be awarded to any 
sheep or hogs at any such exhibition, unless 
the same are confined in pens during the 
exhibition. 

4. No prize shall be offered at any such 
exhibition for any unregistered stallion, bull, 
ram. or boar, or their progeny under one 
year old. 

5. Any grant or portion thereof which 
would otherwise be paid to any Agricultural 
Society or Exhibition Association may be 
forfeited by the Minister of Agriculture, if ^ 
such Society or Association permits, during 
the holding of any exhibition, any gambling, 
objectionable games or immoral exhibit on 
or In the vicinity of the grounds or premises 
on which such exhibition is being held. 


Rules & Regulations 



1. No person will be allowed to exhibit 
at any show of the Society who is not a 
member of the Chauvin Agricultural So¬ 
ciety. Memebership fee, $1.00 

Any intending exhibitor may join at the 
time of making entry. 

2. Entrance fee, 10 per cent of the Pirst 
Prize in each class. 

3. All entries must be made with the 
Secretary and close on August 2nd at 6 p.m 
No entries will be taken after. 

On the entry each animal or article 
a card will be furnished the exhibitor spec¬ 
ifying the class, section and number of 
entry which card must be attached to the 
exhibit. 

5- Articles for exhibition must not be 
marked with name or initials of owner. 

6. No animal or article will be allowed 
to compete for prizes in more than one 
class or more than one section of a class 
excepting group classes. Registered stock 
can only compete in classs for such, but 
brood mares may be shown in team classes. 
This regulation does not apply to entries 
for special prizes. 

7. All live stock and all, other exhibits 
must be at the Exhibition grounds not later 
than 10 a.m., on August 4th and must re¬ 


main until the close of the Exhibition, 5 
p.m. Stock judging will start 11 a.m. 

8. Live Stock must be the bonaflde pro¬ 
perty of the exhibitor 30 days. Exhibitor 
must satisfy the judges that all animals ex¬ 
hibited as pure-bred are registered in the 
stock book recognized as the standard 
throughout the Dominion and the United 
States, and produce certificates to l.ilges. 

9. Bulls, one year or over must have a 
ring through the nose, and all horses and 
cattle to be properly tied and secured at all 
times during the Exhibition and properly 
halter broke. 

10. In case of any dispute as to owner¬ 
ship of anything exhibited, the exhibitor 
must prove his bona-fide ownership. 

11. Grain, Roots and Dairy products 
must be the property of the exhibitor, and 
produced on his farm or holding. A de¬ 
scription of the manner of culture or cur¬ 
ing shall be furnished the Secretary if re¬ 
quired and exhibits must be on the grounds 
before 10 a.itn!., on August 4th 1921 

12. No person shall act as judge in any 
class in which he or she is an exhibitor. 

13. No exhibit shall be removed from 

the Exhibition Grounds until the close of 
the Exhibition 5 p.m., unless specially 

authorized by the secretary in writing. 

14. Any person violating any of the fore¬ 
going rules shall forfeit all claims upon 
the Society to any prize to which he or she 
might other wise be entitled. 

15. Directors will take every precaution 
possible under the eircumstancs to insure 
the safety of articles sent to the Exhibition 
and should any article be accidently in¬ 
jured, lost or stolen; they will give all assis¬ 
tance in their power towrad the recovery of 
the same but will not make any payment 
for the value thereof. 

16. Prize winning horses and cattle shall 
be paraded at four o'clock, wearing their 
respective colors. Prizes will not be paid 
unless prize winning horses and cattle are 
so paraded.. 

17. All protests against the ruling of the 
judges must be lodged with the secretary, 
immediately, the day of the Exhibition, $2 
to accompany protest. 

18. No person except judges and those 
in charge of the hall shall be allowed in the 
buildings from 11 a.m., on August 4th until 
after the judges have discharged their 
duties. 

19. Members and attendant free admis¬ 
sion to the grounds on production of ticket. 

20. Entrance fee to grounds, 25c. Children 

under 12, free. Autos and rigs, J2.5c. . 

21. —Articles not nameTin this list cani" 
not be entered for prizes. 

22. Non-compliance with the rules of the 
Society on the part of a member or exhibit¬ 
or or his employee shall incur the forfeiture 
of any prize awarded and such member 
may be suspended or expelled from the So¬ 
ciety therefore. 

23. No animal or article exhibited shall 
have on or about it any prize colors or 
cards until awards have been made in re¬ 
spective classes. 

24. Prize tickets will be: 1st, Red; 2nd. 
Blue; 3rd, White; 4th, Y r ellow. 

25. In case of less than three entries the 
award will be made at the discretion of the 
judge. 

27. Hay and water will be furnished free 


for Live Stock. 

28. Membership fee for 1922 will be de¬ 
ducted from the prize money won by ex¬ 
hibitor.
